• Pursuant to your instructions and further information as to 
the possibility that the Big Branch, Louisiana area might have 
been tne location of the training camp, George Eckert ana myself 
canvassed this area.

Slidell side of Big Branch. The Street- location is Ponchartrain 
Street and U.S.Hwy.. 190. This house is a small white bung ale-,/ typ- 
situated approximately 100 yards off u.S. Kvry. 190 on Ponchartrain 
Street. There was no municipal, house or R.F.D. number visible 
George Eckert took several photographs of this location. 

We were unable to gather any information that the training 
camp site may have been located in or near Big Branch, other than 
tnis possible house connection. The house information was obtained 
rom a restaurant in Big Branch, a photograph of the said rcstau- 
rant was taken. . . ,

• After making an investigation of this location- wo proceeded 
do.-rn this siae road for another 4 miles and came upon an airstriu 
wnicn is now called the Slidell Airport. It consisted of a new ' 
aspna_e landing strip and three rev; hangers, it was. learned that 
this surip had bean there for a number of years and only recently 
(within tne last year) had tho improvements been made. 

At this location near the back fence area we noticed an ’ 
airplane which certainly appeared to have been there for sesa time. 
This pi an e was a single engine-two scater. There were weeds growing 
arcane c.,o landing gear, the windshield was covered with a taro and 
the engine area was beginning to shew signs of rusting. The plana 
was .photographed by George Eckert .
